Ow Baturday night an inquest was held at Winsome-green by 
toe coroner of Birmingham ou the body of Sophia Lownes, a mar- 
ried woman, twenty-seven years of age, who at tue time «f her 
death was an inmate of the lunatic asylum of the borough, at Win- 
some-green. From the evidence it appeared, that on the lst of 
last month the deceased wag taken ill at her own house, and in the 
evening her husband left her to secure the attendance of а nursa. 
On bis return he was surpris. . to find her sitting hy the fire iu 
ber pight-drees, and, with the a. tance of the nurse, at once 
removed her to bed. Early the nea morning the nurse called 
him up, and to his horror showed the left hand of 
dec-ased almost reduced to а cinder. Jt а, peared that during 
his »bsenca on the previous night she must have thrust ber 
hand into the fire, aud, as it was a very small one, beld it there а 
considerable time. Из coudition escaped ooservation on the return 
of the basband. ` Decenred subsequently became quite insane, and 
was removed to the a«ylum, where her boóily as well as mental 
c»udftion reosived proper attection. Nevertheless the remuants of 
two fingers dropped «ff, and on the 28 h of last month the rest of 
the haud was emoved by the surgeons, death ensuing on the 18:h 
instant. A post mortem examination showed that the direct cause 
of death was bronchitis. T'he lunacy was owiug to a derangement 
in lection. Тае jury returned в verdict in accordance with the 
evidence. 

INFORMATION has been forwarded to the Wandsworth Police- 
station, respecting the death by drowning of a mau (unknown) on 
Saturday evening. It appears toat he was walking from the rail- 
way station tu the Feathers Tavern, when he missed his road 
daring the dense fog which prevailed, and instead of crossing the 
lock swing-bridge, walked by the side of it into the water, and 
was drowned.

PRUSSIA 

At Monday’s sitting of the Upper House the address drawn up 
by Oou't von Armin-Boytzevburg and his friends was unani- 
mously adopted by the committee in the presence of Minister Pre- 
sident Herr von Bismarck. The main points of the address are as 
follows :— 

“ The victories gained uvder the Prussian and Austrian fisgs are 
a fresh guarantee for joint and united action of the two great 
German Powers, to uphold the right of German countries and the 
maintenance of that confederation in which all the German States 
are included. In tbe success of the Prussian arms we recognise 
with justifiable pride the first-fruits of the re-organization 
which ia the special work of the King. We rely upon 
his Majesty’s wiedom that the re-settlement of the countries 
ceded by the treaty of peaca to tbe great German Powers 
will correspond as well to the interests of Prussia and 
Germany as to the sacrifices made by the King and his subjecta, 
thereby enabling the Duchies to turn their strength to account for 
the good of the common Fatherland We regret the conflict 
between the Government and в portion of the representatives of the 
country. This regret, however, in no way affecta our unshaken 
conviction that the independence of Prussia and her position as в 
great Power absolutely demand a firm aud strong Government, 
and that the prosperity of the country requires that the represen- 
tatives exercise their rights with moderation and regard for exist- 
ing circumstances, whose maintenance presents the first condition 
for the security of Prussian greatness. We will, thereiore, un- 
shrinkingly uphold the King’s Government in defence of all pro- 
perly-acquired rights, and especially of the sacred privileges of the 
Orown ав well Та the department of the organization of the army 
as in every other.” 


JAPAN. 

Advices from Yokohama to the 4th of November, received via 
Ban Francisco, report the murder by the Japanese of two British 
officers. The British minister had demanded the arrest and punieh- 
ment of the assassins, and would take measures to compel it. The 
J Ee authorities showed a disposition to comply with the de- 
mand. 


AMERICA. 

General Batler has been superseded. The correspondert of the 
New York Herald with the army of the James, writing on the 9ib, 
says :— 

“ Yesterday the troops of this command were startled by the 
unexpected announcement that General Batler had been reliéved, 
acd ordered to Lowell, Massachusettø. A host of rumours are 
flying about as to the cause of thie change. Nearly all, however, 
attribute the removal of General Butler to the failure of the Wil- 
mington expedition. The order was received at Butler's head- 
quarters about balf-past eleven o'clock а ш. yesterday. The only 
person present who did not appear to be at all surprised was the 
general himself. Whe:ber he knew that it was coming, or whether 
he has the faculty of viewiug the most unexpected «vents calmly, 
is more than 1 can determine, but certainly che general was not at 
all dieturbed. Immediately on its receptien his orders were issued 
clearly and decisively, and before three о'сісск he was ready to va- 
cate his command at the front. Adopting the theory that General 
Butler was removed ou scoount of the Wilmington expedition not 
meeting with the expected success, only one question remained to 
puzzle curious military men. They could not imagine why the 
general had not been removed some days ago. This question, how- 
ever, received в final solution when General Ord was assigned to 
Ше command The hero of Fort Harrison was away on leave of 
abaence, and the authorities only waited for his return to remove 
General Butler. General Ord returned yesterday. and at once pro- 
ceeded to the head-quarters of his command, the 24th Army Uorps. 
He had hardly arrived before he received поййса оп of the re- 
moval of General Butler, aud his own assignment to the command 
of the James. Immediately on the promu'ga'ion of the order re- 
lieviug General Butler and replacing him by General Ord, the staff 
of the army of the James sseembled around tbe quarters of theic 
late commauder, reinforced by numerous ouer officers of the coa- 
mand. ‘Numerous’ would hardly convey au idea of the number 
of officers present to bid him farewell. The general was deeply 
affected, and expressed his regret at parting with an army whioh, 
under his command, bad achieved go much. But any expressions 
of sorrow were out short by the rapidity of the general's arrange- 
ments. Не Цад received his orders to report at Lowell at the ear!i- 

est moment, and before eight o'clock p.m. he snuoanced that he was 
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ready to leave. The orders directing this change instructed 
General Butler to proceed to Lowell, Massachusetts, and report 
thence to the adjutant- general of the army. 


HO-RIBLE DEATH ON TSE NORTH KENT RAILWAY. 
Some singular fects, illostrative of the enormous increase in the 
extent of the railway traffic which bes tasen place of late 
were disclosed at an inquest held by Mr. Payne,

ina City coroner, on Monday, on the b.dy of a rail- 
way «mploye named Thomes Snelling. It appears that 


in the neighbourhood of Rotherbithe there is a junction of 
the Mid-Kent, North Kent, Orystal Palace, and Greenwich 
lines with the London, Brighton, and Bouth Coast Railway 
line. The trains of these different railways ron to London- 
bridge over six lines of metals, and we were formed that in the 
winter months between 400 and 500 trains pass up and down in 
the twenty-four hours, whilst in the summer months the almost in- 
credible number of between 800 and 900 travel over the rails within 
that time. Six trains have been known to pass the signal- 
boxes in the space of three minutes. For the regulation and 

ety of this immense traffic there are two signal-posts, 
each of which is worked Бу & man and a boy, who are 
relieved every eight hourr. If anything were to occur to one of 
the men, incapacitating him for the performance of his most onerous 
duties, his attendant is qualified to 4gke his place until relief 
can be sent. During the dense tog on Saturday right the 
traffic was mush impeded, but such Was the care taken that no 
accident of any kind ; each train stopped as it ap- 
proached the junction, and only resumed its course upon re 
ceipt of verbal directions frcm the signalmen and other officials. 
Accidents to railway employes are not urfrequent, owing to 
th» number of trains passing and repassing. Within the last year, 
four men have been killed. Space is so economised that there is no 
room for the men—sigualmen, bill sticker, telegraph-men, and 
others whose duties compel them to walk up and down the Нпе-- 
to stand between the parapet and the side lines. They aro, there- 
fore, obliged to walk between the meta's; and Mr B. Brown, 
telegraph foreman, d:posed “ that there was no place where the 
men could walk with safety.” They are, however, provided 
with time ве gien books, by the study of which they can arrive at 
an Теа of the time at which a particular line of rails might be 
tree; but on а former oc-asion, it as devosed that tr«ins bardly 
ever k: pt their exact time. Man-holes were also provided at in- 
tervals ‘or the wen to вер into when they expec'ed trans to 
come, and it таз the general plan to wel towards, and not from, 
trains If a mau stood between the metals two танв might 
cut h'm to pieces. On Friday a'ternoon week, at 4.25, the 
telegraph man, Thomas Snellirg, beving во" hed Lis work, was 
proceeding 1p the lines towarés Loudon brid;e in the cut- 
tomary way, and he took the North Kent down line. He 
saw a train со ing towards him 400 yards off. He hastily 
stepped on to ihe North Kent ap line, not perceiving that there was 
в train on those metals close behind him. He was instantly knocked 
down, and the whole train passed over him and cut him to pieces. 
His head was sovered from the body and smashed; his lungs were 
forced into his brains. Mr. Brown, above referred to, stated that if 
deceased had examined his book he would have seen that at that 
particular time the Greenwich line would have been unoccupied for 
fifteen minutes. The occurrence was wholly accidental, and the 
jury returned a verdiot to that effect.

Mr. Lyndon Smith, who was опа 
securer part of the pond, hastened to the assis'ance of those in the 
water, and while endeavouring to save others was himself drowned. 
Miss Bulmer was a young lady aged about sixteen years. Mr. 
Lyndon Smith was a married geutleman, and leaves a wife and 
three young children. He was a junior partner in the firm of 
Messrs. William Smith and Son, extensive woollen merchants, in 
Leeds, and was known thrcugbout the county for bia great skill as 
an amateur photographer.— Leecs Mercury. 

EUROPEAN RECRUITING FOR THE FEDERAL Army —The New 
York Herold contains the following in regard to the recruiting in 
Europe for the Federal army :—' It is generally known that agents 
of the State of Massachusetts imported from Europe, ав labourers, а 
large nomber of men, about eleven hundred, landed them on one 
of the numerous islands in the vicinity of Boston, and made 
active preparations to put them into the army by the most 
liberal promises of pay, clothirg, lands, &», to be credited, of 
course, on her quota; but they, as а general thing, utterly re- 
refused to enter the army, though some of them assented. They 
were finally, however, all sent to Washington, when, on an in- 
vestigation of the whole subject connected with their importation, 
deceptions practised, and moneys promised, of wbioh they bad re- 
ceived little or none, the Government positively refused to muster 
them into the service of the United States, or oredit them to the 
Massachusetts quota. Oonsequently, they are lost to that State, 
and all the expense she has been to concerning them is thrown 
away, to say netbing of the loss of character to her citizens. 
Large numbers of these men were wholly unfit for military 
duty, and how Government officers could have been found 
in Boston to have p*ssed them is а mystery cf which 
Boston alone holds Ше secret. Now these men are afloat upon 
the world, and most of them have arrived in this city 

nniless and in want. The able-bodied ones, and there are men 
among ‘hem who would do credit as soldiers to any army in the 
world, «re ready aud anxious to enlist if they can keep clear of 
Massachusetts. With this object, a squad of twenty cr more 
visited Mr. Blunt's c fficə on Saturday, and though foreigners would 
answer as substitutes, were any of our citizens wanting substitutes 
present to secure them, yet the misfortune is they desire, as a body, 
to go into the New York battery regiment. ‘The War Department 
having just issued an order that all future enlistments must be for 
the infantry slone, the supervisor is deprived the privilege of re- 
ceiving these men, and the consequence is we are likely to lose men 
enough out of the Massachusetts lot to fill our quota. It is hoped 
that the difficulty in the way of their reception may be overcome. 
Mr. Blunt was in consultation on 3aturday with General Hays in 
reference to the subject, who immediately telegraphed to the War 
Devartment for а special order to enlist these men, who are able- 
bodied, in а New Yorkartillery regiment. It is hoped a favourable 
«newer will be received. In the meantime Obairman Bluut has 
placed them in good quarters, where they will be well fed and taken 
proper care of, much to their delight, it being the first good treat- 
ment they have received sinoe arriving in this country. This 
manner of filling State quotas Massachusetts has discovered will 
not work.”

The following account of the taking of Dalimkote 
is dated witbin the stronghold, Deo.

“ I send off a few lines just to tell you that we took 
this famous place the day before yesterday, not, I am 
sary to say, without serious loss, the Bhooteas 
having fought with much more courage and resolution 
toan we expected, and the fort being both naturally and 
artificially strong, and in a most commanding position. 
The column got close up to the fort without any serious 
loss, Macgregor, the brigade major, and Loughnan, of 
the 18th Native Infantry, being the only wounded ; but 

then there stood the fort before us, on a hill about 200 
feet high, surrounded by a wall of about twenty feet 
elevation. We soon brought our small mortars into 
position, and were getting on very well with the work, 
throwing shells and carcasses into the fort at sbout в 
couple of hundred yards’ range, when from a fuse being 
too short cut, the shell burst in the muzzle of the: —— 
mortar, and exploded a quantity of powder which poor™' — 
Griffin was weighing out for the obarges, and in an 
instant three officers, Griffin, Anderson, and Waller, and 
some artillerymen close by, were blown to atoms. This 
was a terrible cetestrophe to the whole foros, and had

We herewith present our readers with two more illus- 
trations from sketches taken in Ohina. The view of 
Canton ів from & drawing by а native artist. 
CANTON 

(called by the Ohinese Sang-Ching, the provincial 
city) stands on the north bank of the Choo-kiang, 
or Pearl River. It ig nearly square, about six miles 
circumference, built generally upon level ground, 
exospt on its north side, and is divided into two unequal 
parts, the outer, or Ohinese, and tbe inner, or Mantchou 
(Tartar) city, which are surrounded by one wall, and 
separated by another. The walls are partly of ssnd- 
stone and partiy of brick, about 20ft. ог 258. thick, and 
from 25ft. to 408. high. А line of battlements, with 
embragures at intervals of a few feet, raised on the top 
of the walls all round, are in some places moun 
with cannon. The city is farther defended by three 
forts on the land side, and two on Pear! River; but as 
a place of strength Canton is insignificant. The outer 
walla are pierced with twelve gates, and four othera 
lead through the inner wall from the old to the new 
city; all of these are daily opened at dawn, and shut 
at an early hour of the evening, and strictly guarded,

` upon special occasions. The suburbs are, perhaps, as 
extensive and populous as the city itself. They fill

A SOMERSETSHIRE MYSTERY. 


For the last few days the good people of Yatto: have discovered 
that а mysterious agency is at work in their parish, and high and 
low, clergy and laity, have as yet been unable to explain tbe matter.

to the reason of the noises, the Beachams mentioned the subject to 
the neighbours, and they having visited the premises heard the 
noire likewise, and after a rigid investigation acknowledged 
themselves unable to solve the mystery. As might be expected, 
an affair of this nature soon spread through the whole of 
the village, and crowds flocked together to listen to the raps, 
which became loader and louder. Nor was the excitement 
confined to the humbler class, for the vicar of the parish, the Rev. 

J. Barrard, and Mr. Hurd, amongst others, proceeded to the 
spot, aud having listened to the rappings and scratchinge, confessed 
themselves in the dark as tothe reason for the disturbance. On 
Sanday, to crown the ghostly noises, shrieks and wild laughter 
were audible, while the rapping continued unabated. One pecu- 
liarity in this matter is, that the sounds are more frequently heard 
in the morning than at night, and before breakfast-time the cottage 
is filled by startled villagers, who listen to them with breathless 
astonishment. tis almost needless to add that the dwelling bas 
bein well searched, and, there being no other house near, the diffi- 
culty of accounting for the manifestations is increased. Sometimes 
there will be heard a sharp series of raps, resembling the clapping 
of hands, and then the sounds will be like violent blows struck 
with & stout stick, and the scratching prevails constantly.

two of them discharged their muskets, killing one man, and wound- 
ing another slightly. When the peasants beheld one of their party 
lying dead they took to flight, but collected afterwards on a height 
overlooking the town. The prefect having then arrived, ordered 
the ground ia question to be cleared without delay. This was done, 
and tie rest of the day passed overtranqnilly. Twenty-six persons 
were arrested and lodged in prison.—Galignani

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER. 
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GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 


FLOWER Garpen.—During severe frosts look over pite and 
Pick off dead 
and decaying leaves. Prane hardy roses, with tne exception of 
those lately plauted Look over dablia roots, and clean them of 
diseased and decaying parts; and if a stock is required they may 
be started in a gentle heat, to produce cffsets or cuttings. Should 
shrabs be getting overcrowded, take up and replant, and pru'e 
those of luxuriant growth. Bare aud exposed places should be 
planted with periwinkle or ivy. 

Киснех Garpex.—Capsicum seed may be sown in pans or pots, 
and placed in gentle heat; and as soon asthe seedling plants are an 
inoh or two high, to be shifted singly into larger pots until the end 
of May, when they may be planted on а south border. A littie 
celery for soups may also be sown ia а box. Oontinue to stir the 
dupg in cucumber fruiting beds every two or three days until the 
pes are ready to be turned out Sow Yaris Oos lettuce in boxes 
n a gentle heat, and give air in favourable weather. Manure and 
deeply trench asparagus beds for March planting ‘Trench ground 
to be ready for parenips next month. Bow tomato seed, to have 
strong plants ready to tarn out by the time the frost is over. A 
small succession of peas and beans, with spinach—the round sort— 
between the rows, for the chance of an early crop. Protect from 
frosts as previously advised 

Frurr GARDEN —There is little to be done here now. Oat- 
door vines may still be pruned, thinning out the weakest shoots on 
the weakest branches, retaining only the strongest. Let the walls 
bs ому brushed, at the same time removing loose bark from 
old stems.

The flamos 
burat up the hatchways, and in a few minutes all communication 
between querter-deck and forecastle was effectually stopped. The 
order was then given to out all boats, and in eight minutes they 
were in the water. with the exception of the launch, and when 
she was being pulled up, the flames coming up the aftor-hatob- 
way burnt the stay. The stay-teckle fell, aud she came 
down by the rum. The greatest order, coolness, and intrepidity 
were displayed by all; Mr. Watts, the master, taking time of every 
occurrence with watch and note-book in hand. The mainmast soon 
went over the side. The order was then given for every one to 
look out for themselves. They immediately jumped overboard and 
swam to the boats lying off; those who could not swim holding on 
by ropes, some fell and were drowned. Orders had been given for 
no boats to go near the burning ship; but the jolly-boat, manned 
by volunteers (and these brave fellows deserve the Victoria Cross) 
pulled in three or four times and brought away every one they 
could see. At seven p.m. the ship blew no, not а particle of her 
remaining. The hcate arrived at Monte Video at eleven p.m. Dr. 
Smallborn, Mr. Franklin, boatewsin, and about ninety men are 
lost.

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SHOCKING DEATH FROM RYDROPHOBIA. 


Ох Satarday, Mr. Payne, coroner for the City and 
Southwark, held an inquiry respecting the death 
from hydrophobia of George Rivers, aged thirteen 
years 

John Lovell, 2, Victoria-cottages, Peckham, 
eaid that on the 14'h of laat month he was stand- 
ing in Romley-street, Greenwich, when he saw 
а large wild looking dog, two feet high, standing 
and bowling ata man It was a black retriever 
dog. The man hallooed and kicked at the animal, 
which then ran across the street at (wo boys, ard 
bit one of them in the hip. Witness carried the 
boy, George Rivers, to a surgeon, who cat the 
flesh that was bitten. 

Police-constable William Anderson, 263 B, 
said that on the day in question he was on duty 
in the Greenwich Station as acting sergeant, 
when s Greenwich pensioner named James 
Amodel came іп and stated that а large black dog 
had flown at him and bitten his arm, and that be 
believed the animal was mad. Witness there- 
SE instantly went off in pursuit of the dog. 

е saw the animal in the Trafa!gar-road, near 
the College, rushing along, fcaming at the mouth, 
and with iis jaws bloody. A large crowd was 
following it. On the way it bit three dogs. Oue 
of them was caught up by the retriever, which did 
not stop for an instant, and was shaken, and then 
flang howling into the roadway bleeding. The 
chase continued for nearly a mile, when'the re- 
triever rushed into the British Queen public-house 
and got into the tap-room. Witness closed all the 
doors and asked & butcher to go in and kill the 
dog with his cleaver. The butcher declined, 
and would rot even accompany witness into 
the taproom. As witness was afraid the dog 
would break his way out, and do great mischief 
among the crowd, he got an iron bar, and went in 
Alone, He впосеедед in striking the brate on the 
head at once, and then beat him until be became 
insensible. The place was covered with blood. 
He pulled the dog out to the butcher, who chopped 
him to death. The carcase was carried away on 
а wheelbarrow and buried. Where the animal 
had come from no one knew, but one man, two 
boys, and four dogs bad been bitten in less than 
an henr. The second boy was Robert Craw, five 
years of age, a confectioner's son. When he was 
returning from school, and goivg into his father's 
house in Clarence-street, the dog bit him in the 
hand. The wound was cauterised, and he reco- 
vered. The Greenwich pensioner algo recovered, 
for he was bitten thrcugh two coats and other 
garments. All the doge that were bitten got mad 
and had to be killed. 

W. G. Rivers, 2, Bennett-street, Green wich, said 
that deceased did not appear to be affected in health 
until Friday last. He then became drowsy, and 
afterwards во restless that on Monday he was car- 
ried to the hospital. 

Mr. Pasey, cpa er et Guy's Hospital, 
said that deceased was brought in suffering from 
bydrophobia. When he attempted to speak he 
got strong spasms. He died on the previous 
Tuesday morning. The bitten part had been сх- 


сей in a quarter of an hour after the wound had 


been inflicted. 
The Coroner, in summing up, said that great 


credit was dne to the police-constable for the 
courageous manner in which he had destroyed 
the rabid animal at the risk of his own life. 
hoped that his conduct would be taken notice of 
by his superiors.

The jury returned a verdiot “ That deceased 


died from hydrophobia from the bite of a rabid 
dog; and the jury desire to call the atten ion of 
the pclice authorities to the courage shown by 
Police-constable Anderson in the steps һе took 
to prevent & further sacrifice of human life."

up for the police-constable in question. 


A MISERS DEATH. 


Ax inquest took place on Monday, before Dr. 
Lankester, on the body of a man named Jamos 
Nosh Baker, who had been found dead in the 
room he occupied, of actual starvation—a fate 
which it was proved he bad encountered, if not 
voluntarily, yet without the pressure of gore need, 
and clearly by his own act. The evidenoe ad- 


duced disclosed a remarkable history, which may 


be summarised as follows: —James Nosh Baker, 
who was fifty-five years of age, lodged in one 


room at 11, Braithwaite place, Paddington. He 


had lived there during the past two years, but 
had formerly been in business ag а tobacconist. 
His mode of life was this: Even in the moat in- 
clement weather he did not have avy fire in his 
room. Every morning he was accustomed to go 

, and he did not return, save ex- 
till two o'clock in the morning. Few 
people could tell how he subsisied, bat it was 
known to some that he was a nightly wanderer, 
travelling about with his bsg, like tue chi/onniers 
rag or food or 
pones. His landlord explained that sometimes he 
had to press him for the rent, which the old msn 
would reluctantly pay, while at the same time he 
reiterated he “ would see to it; you shall have it 
regularly.” After such an interview he wou.d bring 
his rent down to the landlord twopzace at а time, 
till all was discharged. This witness said “ ho was 
a very quiet man. He sang songs very cleverly.” 
On Tuesday morning week all was silent in his 
room, and the laudlord knocked at the dvor. 
There was no answer; so, after a time, the police 
were called in and the door was broken open. 
A shocking scene was presented. Tho old man 
lay upon the bed, uudressed, his emact ated body 
partly covored with в ragged pieca of flannel, and 
в piece of a skirt. Не was quice dead, bat looked , 
very peaceful. The right haud ws lying across ` 
his stomach, tke room was in a filtt y condition, 
and swarming with vermin.
